Applicant has left claims 10-11, 18 and 20 pending (which are drawn to Groups II, V and VI), canceled initial claims 1-9, 12-17 and 
19, and submitted new claims 21-182. It is stated that all newly entered claims now belong to the elected Group. This is clearly not 
the case, as claims to different groups are scattered amongst the enormous number of new claims. In the newly submitted claims 22- 
182 are the following Groups of the restriction requirement: polynucleotide constructs of Group I- claims 21-41, 43-46, 48-68, 70-73,
